Mullen said the Iraqi govern- 
ment is showing encouraging signs 
of being able to contain the group 
after the U.S. departs. 

“Every single operation” against 
al-Qaeda in recent months “has 
been Iraqi-U.S. combined, and, in 
fact, Iraqi-led for all intents and 
purposes,” he said, (ap)

No End in Sight for Gulf Disaster 



Coast Guard leader 
says leak may not be 
stopped until the fall 

New Orleans 

The cap over a blown- out oil well 
is capturing more and more of the 
crude pouring into the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, but that bit of hope was tem- 
pered Sunday by a sharp dose of 
pragmatism as the federal govern- 
ment’s point man warned the crisis 
could stretch into the fall. 

The inverted funnel-like cap is 
being closely watched for wheth- 
er it can make a serious dent in 
the flow of new oil. Coast Guard 
Adm. Thad Allen, overseeing the 
government’s response to the spill, 
reserved judgment, saying he didn’t 
want to risk offering false encour- 
agement. 

Instead, he warned on CBS that 
the battle to contain the oil is like- 
ly to stretch into the fall. The cap 
will trap only so much of the oil, 
and relief wells being drilled won’t 
be completed until August. 

“This is a siege across the entire 
Gulf This spill is holding everybody 


hostage, not only economically but 
physically. And it has to be attacked 
on all fronts,” Allen said. 

Since it was placed over the 


busted well on Thursday, the cap 
has been siphoning an increas- 
ing amount of oil. On Saturday, it 
funneled about 441,000 gallons to 



BP CEO Staying Put 

BP chief executive Tony Hay- 
ward said Sunday he won’t step 
down over the Gulf of Mexico oil spill 
and predicted his company will re- 
cover from the disaster. “We are go- 
ing to stop the leak. We’re going to 
clean up the oil, we’re going to reme- 
diate any environmental damage, 
and we are going to return the Gulf 
Coast to the position it was in prior 
to this event," Hayward said, (ap) 


a tanker on the surface, up from 
about 250,000 gallons on Friday. 

But it’s not clear how much is 
still escaping from the well that 
federal authorities at one point 
estimated was leaking between 
500,000 gallons and 1 million gal- 
lons a day. Roughly 23 million to 
49 million gallons of oil have leaked 
into the Gulf so far. (ap)

Police chief: Toledo 
area leveled by storm 
resembles ‘war zone’ 


Millbury, Ohio 

A tornado unleashed a “war zone” 
of destruction in northwest Ohio, 
destroying dozens of homes and 
an emergency services building 
as a line of storms killed at least 
seven people and threatened to 
do more damage Sunday as it hit 
the Northeast. 

Storms collapsed a movie the- 
ater roof in Illinois and ripped 
siding off a building at a Michi- 
gan nuclear plant, forcing a shut- 
down. But most of the worst was 
reserved for a 100-yard-wide, 
7-mile-long strip southeast of Tole- 
do now littered with wrecked vehi- 
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Mary Hoeff lin and Lauren Densic hug 
amid tornado debris in Millbury, Ohio. 


cles, splintered wood and family 
possessions. 

The tornado ripped the roof and 
back wall off Lake High School’s 
gymnasium about 11 p.m. Satur- 
day, several hours before the grad- 


uation ceremony was supposed to 
begin there. The school board presi- 
dent said one of the victims was the 
father of the class valedictorian. 

Two buses were tossed on their 
sides, and another was thrown 
about 50 yards, landing on its top 
near the high school’s football field. 
More than 10 hours later, its right 
turn signal was still blinking. 

Lake Township Police Chief 
Mark Hummer flew over the 
damaged area and said at least 
50 homes were destroyed and 
another 50 were severely dam- 
aged, along with six commercial 
buildings. The storm fell over an 
area of farm fields and light indus- 
try, narrowly missing the heavily 
populated suburbs on the south- 
ern edge of Toledo. 

“It’s a war zone,” Hummer said. 
“It’s pretty disheartening.” (ap)

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Two Arrested at New York Airport on Terror Charges 


Officials allege men 
were flying overseas 
to join terror group 

Elmwood Park, N. J. 

Two New Jersey men who talked 
about attacking Americans and 
sought to fight alongside terrorists 
in Somalia were arrested at a gate 
at New York’s John R Kennedy Air- 
port as they were about to board a 


flight to leave the U.S. and join the 
jihadists affiliated with al- Qaeda, 
authorities said. 

Mohamed Mahmood Alessa, 
20, and Carlos Eduardo Almonte, 
26, were arrested Saturday before 
they could board separate flights 
to Egypt and then continue on to 
Somalia, federal and state offi- 
cials said. 

Law enforcement became aware 
of the men in the fall of 2006. Since 
then, during a lengthy investiga-

tion, an NYPD undercover officer 
recorded conversations with the 
men in which they spoke about 
jihad against Americans. 

“I leave this time. God will- 
ing, I never come back,” authori- 
ties say Alessa told the officer last 
year. “Only way I would come back 
here is if I was in the land of jihad 
and the leader ordered me to come 
back here and do something here. 
Ah, I love that.” 

Alessa also was allegedly 


recorded telling Almonte that he 
would outdo Maj. Nidal Hasan, the 
Army psychiatrist accused of kill- 
ing 13 people at Fort Hood, Texas, 
last year. 

Alessa and Almonte face charg- 
es of conspiring to kill, maim and 
kidnap persons outside the United 
States by joining al-Shabab. Teams 
of state and federal law enforce- 
ment agents who have been investi- 
gating the men took them into cus- 
tody, authorities said, (ap)

Taliban. 

The head of the National Direc- 
torate of Security, Amrullah Saleh, 
was a senior figure in the Northern 
Alliance that helped the U.S. oust 


the Taliban regime in 2001. As a 
young man. Interior Minister Hanif 
Atmar served in Afghanistan’s 
communist-era intelligence agen- 
cy and fought mujahedeen opposed 
to the Soviet occupation. 

“It’s a very significant event. 
There will be a massive fallout 
from these resignations both in the 
Interior Ministry and the NDS as 
alliances are shuffled,” said Can- 
dace Rondeaux, senior analyst on 
Afghanistan for the International 
Crisis Group think tank. 

Replacing the security chiefs 
comes after Karzai’s May visit 
to Washington, which had eased 
strains in the bilateral relationship. 
U.S. officials say the Afghan dele- 
gation had impressed with its prep- 
arations for the visit, widely seen 
as a boost to Karzai after a tur- 
bulent year marred by prolonged 
controversy over his re-election in 
a fraud-marred poll last August.

Australia Announces Privacy Investigation Into Google Maps 


Sydney 

Australia announced a police inves- 
tigation Sunday into whether Google 
illegally collected private informa- 
tion from wireless networks, becom- 
ing at least the second country to 
probe the Internet giant’s “Street 


View” mapping service. 

The Australian criminal inves- 
tigation comes as more regulators 
and consumer watchdogs around 
the world are complaining that 
Google doesn’t take people’s privacy 
seriously enough. Google maintains 
that its users’ privacy is one of the 


company’s highest priorities. 

Last month, Google acknowl- 
edged it had mistakenly collect- 
ed fragments of data over pub- 
lic Wi-Fi networks in more than 
30 countries while it was taking 
pictures of neighborhoods for the 
Street View feature. Google said it 


discovered the problem after Ger- 
man regulators launched an inqui- 
ry into the matter. 

The Australian probe follows 
questions about whether Google 
employees taking photographs for 
the mapping service violated the 
country’s privacy laws, (ap)

Nicosia, Cyprus 

The Vatican said Sunday that the 
international community is ignoring 
the plight of Christians in the Middle 
East and that the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict, the war in Iraq and political 
instability in Lebanon have forced 
thousands to flee the region. 

A working paper released dur-

Israeli PM: 
Activists 
Prepared 
For a Fight 


Jerusalem 

Israel’s prime minister claimed Sun- 
day that the Turkish activists who 
batded Israeli naval commandos in a 
deadly clash last week had prepared 
for the fight ahead of time — board- 
ing the ship separately from other 
passengers after they organized 
and equipped themselves. 

The comments from Benjamin 
Netanyahu were the latest in an 
Israeli campaign to defend the coun- 
try’s crackdown last Monday that 
killed nine activists on a flotilla head- 
ed to the blockaded Gaza Strip with 
hundreds of activists and humani- 
tarian supplies on board. The oper- 
ation has drawn fierce internation- 
al condemnation, seriously damaged 
Israeli ties with Turkey and brought 
heavy pressure to lift the three-year- 
old closure of Gaza. 

Netanyahu told his Cabinet that 
“dozens of thugs” from “an extrem- 
ist, terrorism-supporting” organi- 
zation had readied themselves for 
the arrival of the naval commandos. 
Netanyahu did not say where the 
information came from. But Israe- 
li military officials have claimed 
there is strong evidence that the 
men who fought the soldiers were 
hired mercenaries. The organizers 
deny the allegations, (ap)

Temperatures aren’t the only num- 
bers that climb in the summertime. 

With air conditioners on full blast, 
so do energy bills. 

Cooling costs run the average 
homeowner about $400 per year, 
according to Energy Star, the gov- 
ernment program that promotes 
energy efficiency. But you can con- 
trol your expenses with a few sim- 
ple measures. 

Whether you have central air 
conditioning or a window unit, 
here’s how to keep costs down. 

Find the Right Unit 

Let’s start with window units. Their 
cooling capacity is measured in Btu, 
and the amount required depends 
on the size of the room. 

You don’t want a unit that’s too 
weak, of course. But getting one 
that’s too powerful isn’t a good 
idea, either. 



That’s because the room 
will cool too quickly and 
the unit will be turned 
on and off more fre- 
quently. This not only 
wastes energy, but it 
also interferes vnth. the 
air conditioner’s abili- 
ty to regulate humidi- 
ty. The recommended 
Btu capacities for various 
room sizes can be found 
on the Energy Star Web 
site at Energystar.gov. 

If you have central 
air conditioning, you 
might want to invest in 
a new unit if your sys- 
tem is more than about 
15 years old, because 
the money will likely 
be earned back on lower 
energy bills. A tax credit 
of up to $1,500 is also avail- 
able for units through the end of 
the year. 


Seal and Maintain 

Even if a system is energy efficient, 
cold air can leak out of a home that 
isn’t properly sealed. Such leaks 


would also mean higher heating 
bills in the winter. 

To avoid having air escape 
around window units, be sure to 
carefully follow the installation 
instructions. And clean or change 


the air filter about once a month 
so the unit doesn’t have to work 
as hard to produce cold air. 

Anyone with central air 
should check for cracks in 
exposed ducts. But don’t 
just tape over cracks — use 
a sealant called mastic that’s 
designed for the job. 


Tweak Habits 

Small changes can add up 
to considerable savings, 
too. For example, it might 
be tempting to leave the 
air conditioner on full 
blast while you’re out 
so your place will be 
cool when you return. 
But the habit can run 
up energy bills. 

The problem can be 
alleviated with a program- 
mable thermostat for central 
air conditioners or built-in timers 
for window units. 

Finally, don’t underestimate 
the power of shades and curtains. 
Draw them closed before leaving 
for work, so rooms don’t bake while

Tooting Their Own Horn 

As critics cringe, S. Africans will make the vuvuzela a World Cup phenomenon 


Johannesburg, S. Africa 

Of all the South African sights and 
sounds that will make the 2010 World 
Cup unique, none promises to rouse 
more controversy than the blare of a 
plastic horn. 

Roughly 3 feet long, the vuvuze- 
la sounds like the elephant trunk it 
resembles when blown solo. But when 
blown en masse, as is customary wher- 
ever soccer is played in South Africa, 
it’s like a deafening swarm of locusts 
— louder than a rock concert, accord- 
ing to one study, but shy of the human 
threshold for pain. 

In the run-up to the World Cup, 
several coaches and players called 
for its banning, saying the din made 
it impossible to communicate on the 
pitch. Others claimed the vuvuze- 
la posed a health hazard, stood to 
overwhelm TV broadcasts and was 
annoying, to boot. 

Why play the beautiful game, 
detractors asked, amid such horri- 
ble noise? 

But with the backing of FIFA 
President Sepp Blatter, who argued 
against efforts “to Europeanize an 
African World Cup,” the vuvuze- 
la will be at full song for Friday’s 
World Cup opener between South 
Africa and Mexico, as if to declare 
that there’s not only one way to cel- 
ebrate soccer, just as there’s not only 
one way to play it. 

It will be a grand moment for 
South Africa, the first African nation 
to host the world’s biggest sporting 
event. With the honor comes the 
opportunity to showcase South Afri- 
ca’s natural beauty, rich cultural heri- 
tage and emerging democracy before 
an international TV audience of 
30 billion. No symbol will have quite 
the impact of the vuvuzela. 

To Saddam Maake, who claims he 
invented the first vuvuzela in 1965, 
the horn expresses a range of posi- 
tive emotions. “It is freedom! Inde- 
pendence!” Maake says.

Backstory 

The history of the vuvuzela is in dispute. Some trace it to religious rituals of the 
early 1900s. Others say it derives from the kudu horn once used to summon tribesmen 
to meetings. Saddam Maake, 55, claims he invented the first vuvuzela in 1965, fashion- 
ing his bugle from a bicycle horn stripped of its rubber bladder. Maake says he asked an 
industrialist friend in 1989 to make him a significantly longer vuvuzela from plastic so 
it would be louder and less threatening to carry around. And a phenomenon was born, 
with brightly colored vuvuzelas soon as ubiquitous among South African soccer stands 
as foam-rubber Cheeseheads at Green Bay Packers games, (twp) 


But to Mondli Makhanya, former 
editor in chief of the Qohannesburg) 
Sunday Times, it is cause for lament, 
drowning out the songs that were 
sung at soccer matches throughout 
his childhood in Durban. Makhan- 
ya recently wrote a column express- 
ing his dismay, likening the vuvuze- 
la’s sound to that of a goat being led 
to slaughter. 


He was deluged with phone calls 
and letters from a deeply divided 
readership — some castigated him 
for turning his back on South African 
culture. “Balderdash,” Makhanya says 
of the suggestion that the vuvuzela 
is part of his nation’s culture. “You 
cannot describe it as culture.” 

Renowned ethnomusicologist 
Andrew Tracey finds the vuvuzela a 


source of fascination and frustration. 
What struck him upon first hearing it 
was that every vuvuzela has the same 
pitch. B flat, to be precise. “It certainly 
is loud and monotonous,” Tracey said. 
“And it doesn’t have to be.” 

But to D.C. United’s Thabiso 
“Boyzzz” Khumalo, who was born 
in Johannesburg’s Soweto township, 
that sound is a powerful source of 
inspiration. Khumalo learned to play 
soccer as a child on the dirt fields of 
Soweto, using trash cans or rocks to 
mark off goals at each end. Later, as 
a promising teenage player, he was 
lifted by the vuvuzelas’ blare. 

“Growing up in South Africa, it 
gives you that extra feeling,” Khu- 
malo said. “You feel like you can play 
the whole game — the whole day — 
as long as the vuvuzela is playing.”

Home Depot pitches 
in to help keep man’s 
animal farm enclosed 

Lanham, Md. 

Zainab and Rakiatu Bangura were 
headed to the bus stop in their 
Lanham neighborhood in Febru- 
ary when they were chased by the 
neighborhood llama. 

“It started following us, and 
there was a big pig running after 
it,” said Zainab, 16, a sophomore 
at DuVal High School. 

No one was hurt, but it was the 
third time the sisters had seen it 
in on their street. They did not 
call Prince George’s County ani- 
mal-control officials. But in recent 
months, other residents of the Cran- 
dall Stream subdivision did so after 
finding pigs rooting around their 
yards and untethered goats stroll- 
ing the neighborhood. 

The animals belong to Leo 


Dorsey, 70, who bought the 25-acre 
property adjacent to Crandall 
Stream after he returned from 
Vietnam. 

Dorsey was sympathetic to 
his neighbors’ concerns and a 
bit peeved at his animals’ desire 
to roam.

“While getting ready for work 
one morning, I looked out the 
window and said, Ts that a don- 
key?”’ said Wanda Wallace, a pro- 
gram analyst who lives in Cran- 
dall Stream.

and the llama with the pigs and 
the goats.” 

Dorsey had been trying to 
build a fence, buying supplies a 
little at a time at Home Depot in 
Lanham. 

Laura Kalinowski, an assistant 
store manager, listened to his story 
and offered to help. Last week, 20 
Home Depot employees showed 
up at Dorsey’s farm and worked 
from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m., erecting a 
mile-long fence for free. Dorsey 
estimates he saved $20,000 and 
a year’s worth of work. 

Rodney Taylor, chief of Prince 
George’s animal management 
division, plans to visit soon to 
ensure that the animals can’t wan- 
der away. 

“We’re always happy for ani- 
mals to stay with the owners 
and to be properly cared for and 
properly confined,” he said. “Our 
goal isn’t to take the animals.”

Nadal Wins Fifth French 


King of Clay avenges 
his only loss in Paris 
to regain his crown 

Tennis 

Rafael Nadal jiggled his legs, took 
two bites of a banana, toweled 
off his arms and face, then rose 
and finished the job. Soon he was 
back in the chair sobbing into the 
towel, overcome with the emo- 
tion that accompanied his accom- 
plishment. 

The relentless Spaniard 
reclaimed his crown Sunday as 


the King of Clay, avenging his lone 
Roland Garros defeat by beating 
Robin Soderling 6-4, 6-2, 6-4. 

“It’s the most emotional day in 
my career,” Nadal told the crowd 
in French during the trophy cer- 
emony. 

The victory ended his longest 
Grand Slam drought since win- 
ning his first major title at Roland 
Garros in 2005. 

Seeded No. 2, Nadal won with 
dogged defense, chasing down 
shots all over the court. He swept 
seven consecutive games mid- 
way through the match and held 
every serve, saving all eight break 


points he faced. 

Nadal improved to 38-1 at 
Roland Garros, with the only loss 
to Soderling in the fourth round 
a year ago. 

Nadal became the second man 
to win the French Open at least 
five times, and next year he’ll have 
a chance to match Bjorn Borg’s 
record of six titles. 

“It’s really impressive,” Soder- 
ling told Nadal. “If you continue 
like this, you will sure have the 
chance to win many more.” 

With the victory, Nadal will also 
reclaim the No. 1 ranking Monday, 
supplanting Roger Federer. (ap)

Soccer Stampede Injures 15 in South Africa 



Rush for free tickets 
causes mayhem as 
the World Cup nears 

Soccer 

Thousands of soccer fans stamped- 
ed outside a stadium Sunday before 
an exhibition game between Nigeria 
and North Korea, leaving 15 people 
injured, including one police offi- 
cer who was seriously hurt. 

Several fans fell under the rush 
of people, many wearing Nigeria 
jerseys at the Makhulong Stadium 
in the Johannesburg suburb. 

The mayhem happened only five 
days before the start of the World 
Cup, the first to be held in Africa. 


Police spokesman Lt Col. Eugene 
Opperman said tickets for the game 
were given out for free outside the 
stadium. 


“What then occurred was large 
groups of people gathered outside 
the gates wanting to come in and 
wanting to get free tickets. Unfor- 


tunately, in the process, the gates 
were opened and there was a stam- 
pede,” Opperman said. 

Soccer’s international govern- 
ing body, FIFA, said it had noth- 
ing to do with the ticketing. 

Police spokesman Col. Hang- 
wani Mulaudzi added that because 
this was an exhibition game, the 
Nigerian team — the designated 
host — was responsible for secu- 
rity, not World Cup organizers. 
Once trouble broke out, he said, 
police stepped in. 

Such chaos is not uncommon to 
soccer. Last year, FIFA fined Ivory 
Coast’s federation $46,800 after 
22 people died in a stampede at a 
World Cup qualifying match.

Born a Ramblin* Band 


Holly Golightly and 
the Brokeoffs roam 
sounds and genres 
on ‘Medicine County’ 

Album Review 

No, not that Holly Golightly. This 
one, besides being a real person 
instead of a fictional character, 
is about as far from Tiffany’s as 
you can get. Born in the U.K. but 
based in the American South, she 
makes cheekily ramshackle coun- 
try and mother-folking blues with 
the Brokeoffs. 

Likewise, the Brokeoffs are 
about as far from a backing band 
as you can get. It’s primarily just 
this guy named Lawyer Dave, 
who’s been playing with Golight- 
ly for about 15 years now. 

These days Golightly lives in the 
hills of rural Georgia, where she 
owns a farm, tends to her chickens 
and records in an old, abandoned 
church. That’s a long way from her 
beginnings in the dingy clubs of 
London, where she was a member 
of the notorious ’90s garage rock 
girl group Thee Headcoatees. 

More recently, she’s become 
semi-famous for duetting with 
Jack White on “It’s True That We 
Love One Another,” making her 
the first person not named Jack or 
Meg to appear on a White Stripes 
album. 

“Medicine County” is Golight- 
ly’s third album with the Broke- 
offs, and it’s arguably their loos- 



est, best and most charmingly 
rambling effort yet. As always, her 
voice charms and sneers with coun- 
try eloquence, while Dave’s gui- 
tar slashes violently through the 
underbrush. And the duo make a 
virtue of rustic, off-the-cuff ram- 
bunctiousness. Like a makeshift 
chicken coop, their songs are 
built seemingly out of whatever’s 
lying around: a blues riff, a blue- 
grass fiddle melody, an old cow- 
boy trail tune, a lowdown murder 
ballad, pots-and-pans percussion, 
the kitchen sink. 

Interspersed with their origi- 
nals are covers of obscure tradition- 
al songs and a particularly spirit- 
ed take on “Escalator,” a childlike 
ode to moving staircases by Tom 
Heinl, a backwoods Pacific North- 
west comedian who you should 
really check out. With so much 
going on, the album is alternately 
hilarious and strange, a bit like lis- 
tening to people dance on a grave 
after a long, hard day of farming.

I decided for good and all to write 
novels my freshman year of col- 
lege.

What creatively inspires you as a 
writer? 

Plot. I love a beautifully written 
sentence — I’d be in the wrong 


business if I didn’t — but what 
really awes me is a beautifully 
constructed story. There are sci- 
ence-fiction writers and fanta- 
sy writers whose prose is. I’d say, 
workmanlike at best, but who do 
things with narrative that make 
me fall on my knees. 

Some reviews have compared 
"The Magicians” to a more grown- 
up “Harry Potter." Would you say 
that’s fair? 

You know. I’ll accept that. Obvious- 
ly, [J.K.] Rowling was a major inspi- 
ration. Though C.S. Lewis looms 
even larger in my mind. But I don’t 
fight the “Harry Potter” compar- 
isons; I think they’re accurate as 
far as they go. And my publisher’s
